cholera raging in Japan and Honolulu, 
the local board of health has deter- 
mined to take every precaution to pre- 
vent the disease from obtaining a foot- 
hold in this city, and to that end 
Chinatown will be subjected to a rigid 
examination. 
The physicians compos- 
ing the board consider that if by any 
chance cholera should get a foothold 
in this city, it would make its appear- 
ance in the Chinese quarters, where the 
crowded condition of the narrow streets 
and ill ventilated houses has 
pro- 
vided a 
material breeding 
place 
for the plague. The board will hold an 
informal meeting tonight and make all 
the arrangements for a close house to 
house inspection of Chinatown tomor- 
row. If the condition of the quarters 
shall prove as bad as the doctors think 
it will, no time will be lost in causing a 
compulsory change of Chinatown and 
care will be taken to see that the orders 
are carried into execution. An inspec- 
tion of every other section of the city 
will follow. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 5—China- 
town is in a turmoil and a boycott war 
is waging. The Chinese Six Companies 
which for so many years have controlled 
matters in the Chinese quarter, no 
longer work in harmony and will prob- 
ably never again be united. The quar- 
rel has spread all over the country 
among Chinese from here to New York. 
The trouble originated in the murder 
of Chang Wai, a member of the Sam 
Yup company. Moll To, a See Yup 
man, was arrested for the murder, but 
his company believed him innocent and 
asked the Sam Yup3 to call ofi the pros- 
ecution. This they refused to do, and 
the Chinese consul sided with the Sam 
Yupa. The boycott was declared against 
the Sam Yups by the See Yups. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. O.—There is an 
apparent aversion on the part of the 
Chinese minister and other members of 
the Chinese legation to discuss the 
trouble oi the members of the Chinese 
Six Companies.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—The British 
ship Mackrihanisu, Capt. Saunders, ar 
rived last night, 144 days from Swan 
sea with a cargo of 2,547 tons of coal. 
Nearly every vessel which has reached 
here in the past week has had a thrill- 
ing story of battles with the elements 
but the experiences of the Mackri- 
hanisu is the worst. 


In June she was hove to for five days 
off the Horn, during which time heavy 
seas swept her from stem to stern,

CARDIFF, Sept. 5.—At the session of 
the Trades Union congress today, the 
parliamentary committee was instruct- 
ed io urge upon parliament the passage 
of a bill, declaring for the principle of 
payment of salaries to members of the 
house of commons. 
Mr. Sexton, a 
delegate from Liverpool, in seconding 
a motion for the adoption of a resolu- 
tion in favor of the prohibition of the 
landing of pauper aliens, said that he 
wished to include within the scope of 
the resolution, royal paupers who ar- 
rive without visible means of sub- 
sistence, but who soon found them. 
These, Mr. Sexton said, were the men 
who controlled the empire while the 
poor British tax payers had no right at 
all.

said that he believed that the British 
trades union congress and the Ameri-

Mr. Gompers said further that America 
had many difficulties to contend with,

on the part of wage-workers to defer the 
struggle, for the longer the contest was 
postponed, the fiercer and more intense 
it will become.

The board of commissioners of the 
county of Allen, having under consider- 
ation the propriety and neceaaity of 
building a new court house for said 
county, and after due investigation and 
consideration by the members of said 
boord, find and declare that the present 
court house is too small and is unfit for 
the transaction of the public business 
in an efficient manner; that each de- 
partment of the county buaineas is 
hampered and crowded for want of 
proper room, and the records, decrees 
and official papers now stored in the 
court house, and accumulated aince 
the organization of the county, and 
upon which depend all the titles of the 
property in the county, are in danger 
of destruction by fire by reason of tha 
lack of fire proof vaults in the present 
building, the destruction of which 
would be an irreparable los3 to the 
property owners and taxpayers of the 
county, and that a necessity therefere 
exists for the building of a new court 
house for said county in the near fu- 
ture. 


It is, therefore, hereby declared and 
ordered that a necessity exists for the 
building of a new court house in the 
county of Allen, and for the purpose of 
raising the necessary funds therefor a 
levy of 2 cents on each flOO dollars of 
taxable property in said county is 
hereby made, and the auditor of said 
county is hereby directed to place said 
Jevy upon the tax duplicate of the 
county for the present year, to be col- 
lected by the treasurer of said county 
8S other taxes are collected, and when 
collected the same shall be set apart for 
the purpose of building a new court 
house, and to be known as the "new 
court house fund."

The levy 'or ppecial school fund, 
amounting to aV)out 20 cents on the $100 
valuation, will be trans'ered from the 
county tax duplicate to the city dupli- 
cate. 


The court house levy is not a large 
one, but it iLaagurates ihe fun'l, and 
that is all the board hoped to do this 
year, aiming next year, when the old 
bonded debt will be wiped out, to make 
the levy sufficient to meet the interest 
on $500,0000 3.\ per cent, bonds.

OiirConrt Itonse. 


That Allen county will in a few years 
have a new court house is now t o 
longer a matter of doubt. 
Tne present 
county commissioners are agreed upon 
that. 
It is their intention to begin its 
erection early in the year of 1897 and 
before the century closes it will be 
completed and the county officers will 
be transacting the business of the peo- 
ple in it. 
It will be a court house 
worthy of the wealthy county in which 
it will be situated and, we doubt not, 
vrill be the handsomest in the state, as 
it is proposed to spend $500.000 in its 
construction. 


In view ol this fact, a little hittjry 
in regard to our court house buildings 
of the past may be interesting to ths 
readers of T h e 
S k k t i n k l and it ia for 
this reason that we here give it. 
Up 
to the year 1831 the county had no 
court house, all the business of the 
county in those early times being trans- 
acted in taverns and the old First Pres- 
byterian church used for worship in 
those pioneer days. 
But our fathers 
saw the necessity of a building of their 
own for the use of the county and BO 
they decided to build a court house— 
not, however, as our readers will see, 
on the convenient and magnificent 
scale proposed by our present county 
commissioners. 


I a May. 1831, a contract was let to 


John 
S. Archer. James Hudson and 
llanna Eisall 
to build 
a brick and 
frame stiuijture on the present court 
houso square for u-sum not to e.xcteJ 
i;>,3'2l 70. 
<)[ this nmount $f>4.S was 
subscribed by public spirited citizens 
in labor, material and cash; the balance 
was paid out of the treasury. 
The 
building erecte<l was a very fragile one, 
and the first meeting held in it wa? in 
May, ISIVI 
This buildirg remained in 
use until ]S4'», when 
a new building 
was erected containing one caurt room 
and 
two offices, and 
in li^47 a new 
court house building 
was completed, 
Samuel 
Eisall being the contractor. 
This group of buildings remained in 
use for nearly lifteen years, but in the 
spring of 1860 a contract was let for a 
building which at that time was sup- 
posed to be metropolitan in style and 
architecture. 
The tucn for the erec- 
tion of this new hall of justice wss 
specified at $63,613, and Samuel Edsall 
k Co. were the contractors. 
The build- 
ing was officially completed 
July 
12, 
1862, and 
was accepted. 
It cost in 
round numbers $78,000.

UmlcrgroiiiKl Klcotric System. 


A notable advance in electrical trans- 
portation is announced by the 
Metro- 
politan Traction 
company 
of 
New 
York. 
This company has been operat- 
ing its line on Lenox avenue for some 
months past by means of an 
under- 
ground electric wire, eimilar to trolley 
wires, and has found it so satisfactory 
that it now proposes to introduce the 
system on all its lines on most of which 
horse power and the cable system are 
now used. 
The system is practically 
the same as the trolley system, except 
that the wire is below the car instead 
of above it. 
What corresponds to the 
trolley is called a plow. 
It reaches the 
wire through a flat in the middle ol 
the tracks, just as the grip on a cable 
car reaches the cable 
The anticipated 
objections to the underground system 
were the leakage of electricity through 
the water that would accumulate 
in 
the conduits during storms, and the 
clogging of the wires by debris that 
would lall in from t"he street through 
the slot. 
The test on the Lenox 
ave. 
nue line has shown that these obbtacles 
are entirely theoretical. 
Concerning 
the economy of the system Mr. John 
D. Crimmins, one of the directors of 
the company, says: 


The actual saving in operating ex 
penees of the underground 
electric 
traction system on Lenox avenue, is 
four cents a car mile over cable traction, 
and eight cents a mile over horse trac- 
tion. 
As the Metropolitan 
Traction 
company, with its 130 miie<i of streel 
car line», has an an annual car mileage 
of 18,000,000 miles, you can easily tsti- 
male what an enormous saving in oper- 
ating expenses the fcubstitution oi un- 
derground electrical traction will give 
us. 
We have estimated that when all 
our lines shall have been (quipped lu 
this manner the annual saving in opei- 
ating expenses alone will not be Jets 
than $2,000.000, 


This is not all the saving, 
however, 
it costs about half as much to construct 
a conduit road for underground elec- 
tric traction as it does to lay a cable 
road. 
The greatest expense in lajiog 
a cable road is at corners and curves, 
where massive abutments have to be 
constructed with bearing places for 
horizontal wheels in order to keep the 
cable fairly in the center of the track 
Then there are manholes in a cable 
road at intervals of thirty-one feet, each 
of which costs $250 to construct. 
With 
an electrld road these expenditures are 
very much smaller. 
The yokes which 
hold the rails in place are lighter; the 
manholes are 200 feet or so apart, ac- 
cording to the surface of the 
street, 
there being always a manhole at the 
bottom of each valley; the road is sim- 
ply bent at the cuives, requirinti no 
massive construction; and there is no 
difficulty where the roads cross each 
other, which is one of the most expen 
sive problems of cable crossings. 


How the expense of this system com 
pares with that of the trolley system ia 
not stated by the company's represent- 
atives, but presumably the comparison 
is satisfactory or the company would 
not adopt the underground system. 
It 
is certainly preferable to the 
general 
public to whom the posts and overhead 
wires are a source of danger. Moreover, 
the success of this system shows that 
human ingenuity is rapidly overcoming 
every possible obstacle to the economi- 
cal use of electricity as a power for 
transportation and other purposes, and 
lightens the probability of very large 
reductions in the expense of its use 
As the expense of trarsportation 
de- 
creases the profits of operation incrtase, 
and on every reasonable probability no 
class of property offers safer investment 
than 
street railroad 
property. 
We 
stand at the opening of an era of won- 
derful development of the possibilities 
of electrical power.

charged through tho "bloody lane" and 
left behind i?0 dead and 30 wounded. 
One of tho captains at Antietam 
was 
glorious Robert Shaw, afterward colonel 
of tiio Fifty-fourth Massachusetts col- 
ored refjimcut, Robert Shaw, whom the 
Confederates "buried with his niggers" 
at Fort Wagner, and to this day his 
mortal remains lio there with tho bravo 
blacks ho led to battle. 


At Chancollorsvillo the Harvard reg- 
iiuGut lost ruoro men thim any other in 
its corps. 
It covered the retreat of Slo- 
cum's Twelfth corps before Jeb Stnai't's 
advance, and when tho fighting ceased 
100 soldiers of tho Harvard regiment 
lay dead and wounded on the field. At 
Gettysburg this Sccoud Ma.s.sachusetts 
charged across an open space of 800 
feet to recover tho breastworks at Gulp's 
hill. When they reached tho foot of tho 
hill, ten of their officers and 123 of 
their men lay strewn along tho bloody 
pathway by which they bad come. This 
splendid Harvard regiment went into 
the war 1,019 strong. 
When it came 
out, G03 of its members had been killed 
or wounded. 
Fivo color bearers had 
been shot down. 


Was Charles Eliot Norton, graduate 
of Harvard and now professor there, 
with these heroes at any time? No. He 
was not. Was he a soldier in the Union 
army at any time during the war? 
No. 
He was not. 
He was at home and iu 
Europe getting "culture." 
Part of the 
time ho sat comfortably iu his easy 
chair in Boston and "edited" the publi- 
cations of the Loyal society. 
And now 
Professor Charles Eliot Norton considers 
veterans of the Union ranks an "army of 
bummers." 
" I do not like to hoar the 
word 'veteran' now," he says. 
"We 
should not 
pay money to men 
who 
would be unwilling to offer themselves 
and their property as a sacrifice to their 
country." 


There are 
4 0 0 , 0 0 0 surviving Union 
soldiers who have never asked for a 
sent of pension. 
When they enlisted, 
they took one chance in two of being 
killed or disabled. 
They sacrificed all 
that life has to olfer when tliey joined 
the army and saved the Union, while 
Charles Eliot Norton staid at home and 
worked himself into a good, easy, re- 
spectable position in society. 
What dp 
these 400,000 men and their millions of 
friends think of this man who now sur- 
vives to call them bummers?

THE PETOSKEY 
EXCURSION. 


The Grand Rapids and Indiana road 
took 1,104 excursionists into Petoskey 
yesterday. I t was the largest excursion 
party, by at least 500, fever gotten up 
exclusively by the Bapids qompany. 
Last year the same road took 1,500 
persons into Petoskey on the occasion 
of its annual excursion, but the affair 
was a joint one between the Pennsyl- 
vania lines in this part of the country 
and over half of the excursionists were 
furnished by the Pittsburg and the 
Pandandle roads. 
This year the Grand 
Rapids road advertised the excursion 
only in the territory traversed by that 
line and the result has been very grati- 
fying to the management. Six hundred 
and six tickets were sold at points 
south of Fort Wayne and the sales here 
amounted to 137, beating those of last 
year fully one third.
